Comparative figures on the hydro 
power installed in the United States 
and Canada show that the latter is 
far in the lead in respect of horse- 
power installed per 1,000 of popula. 
tion. _The United States has 10,- 
455,000 h.p. of installed water power 
against Canada’s’ water power in- 
stallations of 3,227,414 h.p.. The 
horse-power per 1,000 of population 
in the United States is 95, but in 
Canada it is 350. 


A steady increase in the volume 
of wheat exports from Canada is 
noted in the monthly statement is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics. 
In April, 1924, 6,085,465 bushels in 
all were exported, as against 5,143,-
